Parents warn school as daughter’s fingertip sliced off by fire door

A five-year-old girl needed 
surgery after her finger was 
amputated by a fire door 
while she was left unattend¬ 
ed at school, her parents 
have said. 

Mum Margaret Chan con¬ 
tacted the Epsom Guardian 
when her daughter had to 
have the bone on the finger 
filed down, and her skin 
grafted over the wound, 
after getting her finger 
caught in the door at Cud- 
dington Croft Primary 
School, in West Drive, 
Cheam. 


The parents, who live near 
Nonsuch Park, are so upset 
about the way it has been 
handled that they are plan¬ 
ning to pull both their 
daughters out of the school. 

A spokesman for Surrey 
County Council, the 
school’s education authori¬ 
ty, said it was looking into 
the matter to “ensure” it did 
not happen again. 

Mrs Chan said: “She need¬ 
ed the toilet and she got sent 
back into the school build¬ 
ing alone unsupervised via 
a classroom where there are 
two fire doors. 

“One of which amputated 
her fingertip. 

“We went to see the school 
to understand what had 


happened. No one could tell 
us as it was ‘unwitnessed’. 

“We worked out after 
putting the few pieces of in¬ 
formation together that 
after she amputated her fin¬ 
ger she screamed continu¬ 
ously and walked herself to 
the toilet.” 

Mrs Chan said the family 
decided to go to the press 
after becoming frustrated 
with attempts to find a solu¬ 
tion with the school. 

She said despite reassur¬ 
ances from the school the 
matter had been resolved, 
when she investigated the 
fire doors herself she said 
they still slammed shut. 

Mrs Chan said: “The 
school has no idea how door

safety mechanisms should 
work. That is still the case 
after a five-year-old 
chopped her finger off.” 

Surgeons operated on her 
daughter on January 19 and 
will decide in three months 
whether further surgery is 
needed. 

Mrs Chan said: “She is a 


little bit better than she 
was. She had the surgery, 
she had a composite graft at 
St George’s Hospital. 

“We tried to understand 
the situation with the 
school, but the more we 
tried to see them the more 
refusals we got. 

“We are quite reserved 
people and we didn’t want 
to make a fuss, but this is 
very (important) to us.” 

A county council 
spokesman said: “The safe¬ 
ty and welfare of all Surrey 
children is of paramount 
importance and we will be 
speaking to the school to 
find out what happened to 
ensure this does not happen 
again.”

Post office raid arrests

Immigration raids on busi¬ 
nesses in Epsom town centre 
have netted four illegal work¬ 
ers at the town’s post office, 
Costcutter and a mobile 
phone stall. 

All the businesses in Epsom 
are at the same location in 
High Street, closed last week 
due to a power failure. 

On January 30 immigration 
officers arrested an Indian 
and a Pakistani man, both 28, 
at the Costcutter; an Indian 
man, 29, in the post office sec¬ 
tion; and an Indian man, 23, 
at the mobile phone stall. 

The businesses face a finan¬ 
cial penalty of up to £20,000 
per illegal worker unless 
they can prove that correct 


right-to-work checks were 
carried out, such as seeing 
a passport or Home Office 
document. 

All the workers were found 
to have been working illegal¬ 
ly in the country and had 
overstayed their visas. 

The Indian man arrested at 
Costcutter was detained 
pending removal from the 
country. The others arrested 
were ordered to report to the 
Home Office while steps are 
taken to remove them. 

On community Facebook 
group What’s On in Epsom 
Alick Potter posted: “Strange 
that Epsom post office can 
carry out checks on our pass¬ 
port applications but cannot 
check their employees legali¬ 
ties. Funny old world isn’t it!” 

Robert Hannent posted: 
“Given that the franchise 
holder has broken the law the 


Post Office and Costcutter 
should both revoke their 
franchise. 

“Institutions like the Post 
Office should have zero 
tolerance for such criminal 
activity because it goes hand- 
in-hand with other criminal 
activity.” 

A Post Office spokesman 
said: “Epsom Post Office is 
run by an independent opera¬ 
tor, rather than Post Office 
Ltd. 

“We will be discussing the 
separate issue of the immi¬ 
gration raid with the opera¬ 
tor but cannot comment on it 
for now.” 

The Epsom Guardian has 
attempted to contact Mr 
Patel, who is believed to be 
the franchisee running all 
three businesses, but has yet 
to receive a response. 

In a statement, Costcutter 


said: “We are aware that 
Home Office officials visited 
the store last month to carry 
out routine checks, however 
this incident is unrelated to 
the store’s temporary clo¬ 
sure.” 

Paul Smith, head of the 
Thames Valley and Surrey 
Home Office Immigration 
Enforcement team, said: “As 
this operation demonstrates, 
we are working hard to clamp 
down on those who abuse the 
UK’s immigration system. 

“Using illegal labour is not 
a victimless crime. 

“It defrauds the treasury of 
much-needed funds, under¬ 
cuts businesses who ply an 
honest trade and cheats legit¬ 
imate jobseekers out of em¬ 
ployment opportunities. 

“Those who choose to ig¬ 
nore the rules will face the 
consequences.” 


POWER FAILURE SPARKS CUSTOMER ANGER 


There was widespread anger 
last week when Epsom’s post 
office closed suddenly due to 
an “electricity issue” forcing 
people to travel to Ewell or 
elsewhere. 

The closure of the post of¬ 
fice inside Costcutter in the 
High Street lasted from the 
weekend until Wednesday, 
February 11, and caused 
huge inconvenience for thou¬ 
sands of people. 

Many only found out it was 
closed from a notice on the 
door that mentioned energy 
supplier EDF. 

Patricia Blakeman, from 


Stones Road, Epsom, said: 
“People were hitting the door 
because it was not open. It’s 
not just inconveniencing me, 
it’s affecting a lot of people.” 

A Mr Potter said: “You have 
got all the pensioners walk¬ 
ing up to this little piece of 
paper flapping on the 
door. There is a lack of infor¬ 
mation and no one gives a 
monkey’s.” 

A Post Office spokesman 
apologised for the inconve¬ 
nience and said it had 
worked as hard as it could to 
resolve the problem. 

But frustrated user Jane 


Race attacked it for not doing 
more to tell customers, with 
at least one wheelchair user 
having to go all the way to 
Ewell to use the nearest post 
office. 

Mrs Race said: “If you have 
valuable parcels that need 
collecting or need to collect 
your pension or child benefit 
or jobseeker’s it’s a real 
worry for people.” 

Karen Clements posted on 
community Facebook group, 
What’s on in Epsom. She 
said: “Very annoying. Hus¬ 
band in a wheelchair gone on 
a trek to Ewell post office.” 


Kathy Walton-Boyle said: 
“Just disgraceful to be left 
without a post office. We 
don’t want groceries and 
phones just a decent post of¬ 
fice and polite staff like we 
used to have.” 

John Duckworth, who 
works in the town centre, 
said he was unable to collect 
a parcel, containing his new 
mobile phone, which was de¬ 
livered to the closed post of¬ 
fice on Monday. 

Mr Duckworth said: “It’s 
still not open. The reason 
being there’s no power 
there.” 


Village Pizza immigration swoop nabs two - Home Office 


Illegal workers were nabbed 
during a raid on an award¬ 
winning pizza takeaway in 
the heart of Ewell Village, ac¬ 
cording to the Home Office. 

But Village Pizza, in Castle 
Parade, has insisted its pa¬ 
perwork is in order and that 
“during the immigration 
check no arrests were made”. 


Acting on intelligence, en¬ 
forcement officers went to 
Village Pizza at 6.05pm on 
Friday, January 30. 

The Home Office said: 
“There they found two 
women working illegally who 
had also overstayed their 
visas. 

“They were an Indian 


national, aged 27, who was 
arrested, and a 34-year Pak¬ 
istani national who was 
found to be working without 
permission. She was escorted 
from the premises but not 
arrested.” 

But Village Pizza issued a 
short statement which said: 
“Mrs K Habibian, of head 


office and franchisor of Vil¬ 
lage Pizza Ltd, would like to 
point out that during the im¬ 
migration check, no arrests 
were made and full paper¬ 
work trails can substantiate 
that Village Pizza Ltd was not 
at fault.” 

However, a Home Office 
spokesman, asked to check 


that it had got its facts right, 
confirmed that the informa¬ 
tion provided in its statement 
was correct. 

The pizza shop won a gold 
award in the independent 
pizza delivery store category 
of the the Pizza, Pasta and 
Italian Food Association 
(Papa) awards 2014.

On Wednesday morning 
mourners in black gathered 
outside the home in Shire 
Court, Shortcroft Road, Ewell, 
where Mrs Smith settled 
when she gave up travelling. 

A fire burned in a skip out¬ 
side - a Gypsy custom mark¬ 
ing a death - as colourful 
floral tributes were loaded on 
to a dozen funeral cars, and 
trucks and mourners quietly 
waited outside. 

Men slowly lifted the coffin 
through the window of her 
house - where a wake had 
been held - and carried it to 
the hearse. 


As the procession set off, 
one man walking behind the 
hearse cried uncontrollably 
and other mourners put their 
arms round each other. 

Mourners and cars went 
down Kingston Road, past the 
Eight Bells pub and the 
Wheatsheaf, to the Spring 
Tavern in Ewell - all the pubs 
had been closed because of 
the funeral. 

The funeral procession then 
went via Epsom Downs - 
where Mrs Smith used to love 
race meetings - to Christ 
Church Epsom Common for 
the funeral service, and later 
to Epsom Cemetery. 

One tribute, written as a 


Sun article, was headlined the 
“World’s greatest gypsy 
woman”. 

It said: “Sylvia was a very 
hardworking lady who would i 
go out selling her lucky 1 
heather throughout the coun¬ 
try, mainly in the London 
area. Sylvia will be sadly 
missed by all of her family 
members and all her friends.” 

Ewell Village Residents’ As¬ 
sociation Brian Angus, said: 
“It’s very sombre and respect¬ 
ful and there are an amazing 
number of beautiful floral 
tributes.”

Council tax rise is rubber stamped 


Epsom’s councillors have agreed a 1.97 
per cent increase in council tax in a bid 
to plug a £405,000 shortfall in Govern¬ 
ment funding. 

At a meeting of the full council last 
night, it was agreed council tax would 
increase by 7p a week, or £3.42 a year, for 
Band D properties. 


No services are to be cut as part of the 
2015-16 council budget and charges for 
the borough’s car parks will be frozen for 
a year. 

Councillor Clive Woodbridge said the 
drop in Government funding would be 
tackled through the council tax increase, 
efficiency savings and use of reserves. 
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Mum and son crash was accident

A man screamed out for his 
dying fiancee and young son 
after their car lost control on 
a bend and hit another car 
head-on, an inquest heard. 

Woking Coroner’s Court 
has ruled that Nicola Morris, 
29, and Kai Arnold, 11, died 
after she “swerved” into an 
oncoming car in Banstead 
Road, Ewell, at 10.30am on 
Saturday, July 5, last year. 

The cause of death was 
recorded as an accident. 

Five family members and a 
baby, who were in the other 
car, were also badly injured 
in the carnage. 

Nursery nurse Ms Morris, 
her fiance David Arnold and 
Kai were going to meet her 
best friend and another son 
Alfie, who had been on a 
sleepover, at the Toby 
Carvery in Ewell. 

Builder Mr Arnold said the 
road was wet, but the sun had 
come out, they had driven 
down that road “thousands of 
times” before and were going 
at no more than 35 mph. 

The limit is 30 mph. 

He said: “We then went 
round a left-hand bend. The 
back of the car swung out to 
the right so Nicola tried to 
correct it by steering to the 
right. The car then seemed to 
lose control and we went 


back into our lane before 
going back into the opposite 
lane and we had a head-on 
with the car travelling in the 
other lane. 

“It happened so quickly, yet 
so slowly at the same time.” 

Scaffolder Daniel Miller, 
who was travelling in the op¬ 
posite direction, looked back 
and saw the family’s silver 
Ford Fiesta crash into a black 
Ford Focus. 

He said: “The back ends of 
the cars went up into the air. I 
said: ‘They have crashed’.” 

He shouted for his business 
partner to stop the truck, got 
out, ran over to the Fiesta 
and dragged Mr Arnold out. 

Mr Miller said: “I laid him 
on the grass on the Ewell- 
bound side of the road. 

“He was conscious and talk¬ 
ing. He said, ‘my legs are 
hurting’. He was screaming, 
‘my son’.” 

Mr Miller said he got the 
boy out of the car, adding: 
“Dave was screaming, ‘my 
missus’.” 

He then pulled Ms Morris 
out of the driver’s footwell 
and laid her next to them. 

The mother and boy were 
given CPR. 

He said: “I just stood there 
with Dave, holding his leg. 

“He was asking: ‘How is my 
missus? How is my son? Are 
they going to be alright?”’ 

Mr Arnold’s leg, wrist, 
finger and ribs were broken 
while his shoulder, ankle,

neck and nerves in his leg 
and arm were injured. 

He also suffered trauma. 

To begin with, Mr Miller 
and his business partner 
Tony Holder did not realise 
that they knew Mr Arnold. 

Mr Holder saw the Fiesta go 
past them “looking like it had 
lost control” with its wheel 
appearing to come off the 
ground as it went round 
the bend. 

He said: “After the acci¬ 
dent, we got the front-seat 
passenger out. We didn’t re¬ 
alise there was anyone else in 
the car apart from the driver, 
until he said, ‘my boy’.” 

Mr Holder rang the emer¬ 
gency services and checked 
on other casualties including 
three lying on the ground. 

Later, he noticed a pothole 
at one point where the Fiesta 
had seemed to “jut out” be¬ 
fore the crash. 

Engineer Weicher Feng was 
travelling in the other car 
from his home in Putney to 
lavender fields in Banstead 
along with his parents, two 
sisters and baby daughter 
Sophie. 

He said: “I saw a car [a 
Fiesta] come round the cor¬ 
ner, and as it was coming 
around the corner it 
seemed to lose control. The 
car appeared to be going 
very fast, more than 30 mph.” 

He said the car went into 
their lane, out again, back in 
and hit them. 


Mr Feng said: “There was 
no time for my father to 
swerve or brake at all. 

“It all happened so fast.” 

He might have briefly lost 
consciousness, but then 
checked on his daughter and 
helped his mother out of the 
car. He was discharged from 
hospital three days later, 
after treatment for seat-belt 
injuries, bruising and a 
fracture. 

His daughter had fractured 
her vertebrae, and he said: 
“She is having ongoing care 
for that. She may need to 
have further operations for 
this, but time will tell.” 

His mother had a fractured 
leg and elbow and his father 
had a punctured small intes¬ 
tine, dislocated finger and 
fractured vertebrae. 

One of his sisters had sw¬ 
ollen leg tissue and the other 
had a fractured shoulder. 
Another driver, Sue Braysh- 
er, stopped to help. 

She said: “I spent some con¬ 
siderable time with the 
Malaysian family until they 
were seen by the services.” 

A police constable said Ms 
Morris was pronounced dead 
at the scene and Kai was pro¬ 
nounced dead at hospital. 

The documentary inquest 
was heard on January 30. 

Assistant coroner Dr Karin 
Englehurst ruled that Nicola 
died from chest injuries and 
Kai died from multiple 
injuries. 



PETITION FOR 
SPEED CAMERA 

Residents are still fighting for 
action to prevent another tragedy 
on Banstead Road, pictured. 

In the wake of the fatal crash, 
a petition calling for a speed 
camera has been signed by 
1,670 people and submitted to 
the council. 

Ms Morris’ former colleague 
Kathryn McCourt, 25, who started 
the petition last summer said this 
week: “I am currently awaiting 
hearing back from them. 

“I believe it is a long and 
lengthy process, but we will all 
still fight to ensure that a speed 
camera is put there. 

“The road itself is so dangerous 
I myself and others don’t even 
want to drive down that road as it 
is so unsafe.” 

A Surrey County Council 
spokesman said: “We are always 
looking at ways in which we can 
make Surrey’s roads as safe as 
possible and now we have 
received the petition, this will be 
discussed at the next appropriate 
local committee meeting.” 

The next Epsom and Ewell local 
committee meeting is at Bourne 
Hall, in Spring Street, Ewell, on 
Monday, March 9, at 7pm. 
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Help find driver, pleads 
father of girl hit by car

The father of a schoolgirl who 
needed surgery to a shattered 
ankle after being hit by a car, be¬ 
lieved to be a silver Jaguar, has 
appealed for the driver to come 
forward, as have police. 

Dean White contacted the 
Epsom Guardian in a bid to trace 
the middle-aged woman behind 
the wheel of a car that hit his 12- 
year-old daughter in Longmead 
Road, Epsom, near to the round¬ 
about at the junction of Chess- 
ington Road, at 3.25pm on 
Monday, February 9. 

The shy Blenheim High School 
student, from Stoneleigh, who is 
a keen dancer, at first appeared 
not to be seriously injured, but it 
later turned out that she needed 
a one-and-a-half hour operation 
to fit pins to her ankle on 


Saturday because of her injuries. 

Although the driver stopped 
briefly after hitting the school¬ 
girl, Mr White, 42, believes the 
driver should have done more to 
help and should have reported it 
to the police. 

Still in hospital on morphine 
on Monday morning, Mr White 
said the pins in his daughter’s 
ankle will be taken out in two 
weeks and she will then be in a 
plaster for another six weeks. 

He said: “The lady driver 
pulled up and got out and asked 
her: ‘Are you OK?’ and my 
daughter said: ‘Yes, I’m fine’. 

“My daughter’s petrified of 
anything. And the driver just got 
in the car and left. When she 
found out about the operation, 
she just went into a meltdown. 

“We did call the police, they 
came round and said they didn’t 
think we’d catch the driver. 

“That’s all we have heard.” 

Witness Matt Wall said: “The 


car was either a silver Jaguar X 
type or a silver Jaguar S type. 

“I only saw what happened 
briefly because the girl walked 
off straight away.” 

A year 9 student at Blenheim 
said she saw the accident happen 
from the other side of the road. 

She said she saw Mr White’s 
daughter walking with one other 
girl - rather than a group of 12 
as originally reported. 

“She stepped out unaware and 
got hit by a silver car. The driver 
got out straight away to see if she 
was OK and the girl said ‘yes’. 

“I was concerned since she 
tried to walk her injury off and 
she seemed really hurt. 

“The driver was trying to tell 
her to stay where she was be¬ 
cause she looked like she was in 
a lot of pain.”

Charity shuts village shop after 30 years

A charity that has been “like a 
community centre” for its vil¬ 
lage for close to 30 years is clos¬ 
ing due to falling trade and 
rising rents. 

The Oxfam store in Ewell Vil¬ 
lage High Street will be shutting 
its doors for the final time on 
Saturday, February 28. 

Dedicated volunteer Margaret 
Holland, who has been working 
there since the shop opened on 
February 13, 1986, said Oxfam’s 
lease has come to an end and it 
can no longer afford to keep it 
open because the landlord has 
increased the rent. 

The volunteer said it is not 
yet known who will move in 
afterwards. 

Mrs Holland said: “For the past 
two to three years in Ewell Vil¬ 
lage, the footfall has gradually 
dropped and dropped, and all the 
lovely little shops we had here in 


the 1980s - those for embroidery, 
dress shops and boutiques, sec¬ 
ond-hand bookshops, antiques - 
they have all disappeared. 

“There is nothing to bring peo¬ 
ple into Ewell Village so our 
trade has gone down and we are 
not making sufficient profit to 
sustain it.” 

Mrs Holland, who been the 
store manager for 27 years, said 
that although restaurants at¬ 
tract people to the village in the 
evening, it can feel quite empty 
during the day. 

She said: “Oxfam wants to pro¬ 
mote its shops that are making 
money. The ones that aren’t 
making much, there’s no point 
keeping them open.” 

Mrs Holland said the volun¬ 
teers would miss the friendship 
with each other and customers. 

“It’s almost like a community 
centre,” she added.

A Metro Bank spokesman in¬ 
sisted it owned the land.

Political parties’ 
marketplace ban

Political parties have been banned from 
setting up stalls in Epsom’s marketplace 
in the run up to May’s elections. 

Green Party parliamentary candidate 
Susan McGrath contacted Epsom Council 
to ask for approval to set up an election 
stall in Epsom High Street on the Satur¬ 
days leading to the May 7 vote. 

But Ms McGrath said she and her col¬ 
league were told it has been instructed 
not to accept any requests from parties 
wanting to have general election stalls 
“because the council does not feel these 
create any value for the community”. 

According to Ms McGrath, her col¬ 
league was told: “If they allowed this then 
anyone with any kind of political or reli¬ 
gious activist would have to be given 
space.” 

Ms McGrath said she was surprised by 
the response especially as she has set up a 
stall in Dorking High Street on a number 
of occasions, for which Mole Valley Coun¬ 
cil gave approval. 

An Epsom Council spokesman said to 
set up a stall on private land, such as a 
shopping mall, permission must be 
sought from the owner, while Surrey 
County Council (SCC) is in charge of pub¬ 
lic highways. 

With regards to Epsom Marketplace, 
run by Epsom Council, he said it has a 
“blanket ban” on parties setting up stalls

because the “community value is for the 
marketplace as a retail area”. 

The spokesman said: “Three to four 
years ago the council took back the run¬ 
ning of the marketplace from a private or¬ 
ganisation and it was agreed it had to 
have a focus on the retail. 

“The decision for a blanket ban was 
made due to concern from then stallhold¬ 
ers that having a stand from an organisa¬ 
tion with extreme views could cause 
disruption to their business.” 

A SCC spokesman said it does not have 
the power to either allow or stop people 
from setting up election stalls on public 
pavements, as long as they do not cause 
obstructions to the public.

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New report reveals home failings 


A room full to head-height with 
waste and a nurse left to look 
after 27 elderly and frail people - 
these are just two of the shock¬ 
ing failings found at a nursing 
home shut down by a health and 
social care watchdog in Decem¬ 
ber, according to a new report. 

Merok Park Nursing Home, in 
Park Road, Banstead, was closed 
after the Care Quality Commis¬ 
sion (CQC) identified that its res¬ 
idents - many of whom were 
dementia sufferers - were at sig¬ 
nificant risk of harm. 

Last week, the CQC published 
its detailed findings from two 
unannounced inspections last 
November and December, after

concerns had already been 
raised about the care being re¬ 
ceived by residents there. 

The CQC said the findings of 
the inspections led to the deci¬ 
sion to urgently shut down the 
home, run by Cheam millionaire 
Soondressen Cooppen and his 
wife, Maleenee, just weeks be¬ 
fore Christmas, after Mr and 


Mrs Cooppen did not make the 
improvements required. 

Findings from the inspection 
included residents being trapped 
upstairs for a month when a lift 
broke, while a resident who was 
recorded as being allergic to fish 
was given fish and chips for 
lunch. 

The inspection also found that 
some staff had not had criminal 
records checks. 

One healthcare professional 
said afterwards: “It is the most 
uncomfortable care home visit 
I’ve ever done.”

A woman whose mother has been 
left on end-of-life care after being 
placed in a failing nursing home 
has launched a petition calling 
for an independent inquiry into 
“a crisis in our care homes”. 

Linda Cackett, of Manor Green 
Road, Epsom, launched the on¬ 
line petition on Friday, asking for 
“a judge-led inquiry into care 
home neglect and abuse and the 
failings of the system to protect 
these vulnerable people”. 

Ms Cackett said she felt com¬ 
pelled to act following the deteri¬ 
orating health of her 89-year-old 
mother, Edna Slann, who was 
placed in Grantley Court Nurs¬ 
ing Home, in Sutton, last June, by 
Surrey County Council social 
services. 

While there, she contracted a 
severe foot infection, which has 
now left her on end-of-life care in 
Leighton House Nursing Home, 
in Epsom, where she was moved 
to in September. 

Grantley Court, run by Cheam 
millionaire Soondressen Coop¬ 
pen and his wife, Maleenee, was 
shut down by health and social 
care watchdog the Care Quality 
Commission (CQC) in December. 

If Ms Cackett’s petition attracts 
100,000 signatures, the matter can

be debated in Parliament. 

She said: “I’m asking for a 
judge-led review of the care sys¬ 
tem. There’s a crisis in our care 
homes, that everyone seems to 
accept, but no one is doing any¬ 
thing about. 

“The CQC are understaffed and 
under-resourced. They are not 
able to do what they are supposed 
to do.” 

Ms Cackett said she is still 
searching for answers as to why 
her mother was placed in Grant- 
ley Court when shortcomings 
had already being identified at 
the home by the CQC in an in¬ 
spection last January. 

The CQC did not publish a re¬ 
port of these findings on its web¬ 
site until last September. 


Although the CQC has apolo¬ 
gised for this “administrative 
error”, Ms Cackett said there is 
still confusion as to whether Sut¬ 
ton and Surrey County Councils 
were informed of the shortcom¬ 
ings before the report was pub¬ 
lished online. 

She has now referred the mat¬ 
ter to the Parliamentary and 
health service ombudsman. 

Ms Cackett said she has re¬ 
ceived a response from Health 
Secretary Jeremy Hunt, saying 
he was sorry to hear about her 
mother’s situation and that a full 
investigation into her safeguard¬ 
ing will be undertaken.

Polish men remembered 
for fighting for Britain

A ceremony has been held to 
remember 34 Polish service¬ 
men who fought for Britain 
against the Nazis in World 
War Two and are buried in a 
derelict cemetery. 

The event was organised by 
Epsom Court ward Councillor 
Sheila Carlson, who has been 
highlighting the scandalous 
condition of Horton Ceme¬ 
tery, off Hook Road, Epsom, 
for a number of years. 

The site was sold off by the 
regional health authority to 
private developer Marque Se¬ 
curities in 1983 with no condi¬ 
tions placed on its 
maintenance. Since then it 
has fallen into disrepair, with 
rubbish strewn throughout 
among trees and heavy 
undergrowth. 

Up to 9,000 bodies are be¬ 
lieved to be buried in the 
cemetery - many of whom 
were patients at the Epsom 
cluster of mental hospitals, in¬ 
cluding Horton Hospital at 
which many servicemen died 
while it was run as a war 
hospital. 

Last Tuesday’s ceremony 


was attended by the Consul 
General Mr Ireneusz 
Truszkowski representing the 
Polish Ambassador, Deputy 
Consul Ms Ines Czajczinska 
Da Costa from the Polish Con¬ 
sulate in London, Polish priest 
the Rev Cannon Wladyslaw 
Wyszowadski, as well as rep¬ 
resentatives from the Polish 
Heritage Society, the Royal 
British Legion, ex-Epsom 
mayor Alan Carlson and 
Epsom court ward Councillor 
Dan Stevens. 

Coun Carlson is searching 
for the names of soldiers 
buried at the cemetery in a bid 
to have them officially com¬ 
memorated by the Common¬ 
wealth War Graves 
Commission (CWGC), which 
she hopes will force the own¬ 
ers to maintain the cemetery. 

She organised the commem¬ 
oration after discovering the 
names of the Polish 
servicemen who 
died in the late 1940s 
and early 1950s, 
with help from 
the Ministry of 
Defence. 

Wooden crosses 
bearing poppies and 
the name of each 
of the servicemen 
were attached to 



the railings. 

Mr Wyszowadski sprinkled 
holy water on the crosses and 
said blessings, the Royal 
British Legion lowered its flag 
and a one-minute silence was 
held. 

The Epsom Guardian 
launched its Dignity for the 
Dead at Horton Cemetery 
campaign in 2012 after human 
remains surfaced at the site. 

The CWGC will not get in¬ 
volved in maintaining the 
cemetery as none of the ser¬ 
vicemen died within its rele¬ 
vant time frame - dying before 
the end of 1947. 

Coun Carlson said after¬ 
wards: “These are people who 
had terrible times in their own 
country, in some cases having 
been captured by the Rus¬ 
sians. They escaped and final¬ 
ly made their way to Britain 
and fought alongside our 
forces. 

“Quite a lot of them 
suffered mentally 
and physically, 
that’s why they 
ended up in Long 
Grove. 

“They died here 
hundreds of miles 
from their families 
and in some cases 
their families didn’t

know where they were.” 

On her quest to have all 
those buried at Horton ceme¬ 
tery officially commemorated, 
Coun Carlson added: “There is 
more and more evidence 
building up all the time and I 
think we are getting very close 
to a big revelation.”

BOUNCES BACK 


Bailey is a beautiful four-year- 
old Golden Retriever. In the new 
year his owners noticed a bleed¬ 
ing growth in his mouth just be¬ 
hind his front teeth, writes 
Michael Morrice. 

Growths should never be ig¬ 
nored and so a biopsy was 
taken. Unfortunately our worst 
fears were realised as the 
growth was confirmed as cancer 
called a Squamous Cell Carcino¬ 
ma. 

These can be very nasty and 
whilst they usually don't spread 
around the body, they grow into 
the jawbone causing severe 
pain and ulceration. 

In some circumstances, 
surgery can cure such a cancer if 
all of the cancer is removed. In 
order to see if this is possible a 
CT scan is needed to see how 
large and how invasive the 
cancer is. 

Bailey's CT scan showed that 
the cancer had not spread far 
into the mouth and so surgery 
was an option. 

As the tumour was in his 
mouth, removing Bailey's tu¬ 



mour meant also removing a 
section of his upper jaw bone 
and some teeth - not a decision 
to be taken lightly. However, 
Bailey is so full of life that his 
owners were very keen to try. 


Bailey had his surgery at our 
practice on January 30. 

In order to try and remove all 
the cancerous cells we had to 
also remove some surrounding 
healthy bone and tissue. In total 
Bailey needed to have six teeth 
removed with the cancer to en¬ 
sure we did enough to get it all 
out. 

To his great credit he was back 
to his bouncy friendly ways 
within hours and was able to go 
home the next day. 

We saw Bailey again last week 
for one of his last checks and 
his mouth has healed really 
well. 

You can barely tell he's had 
anything done at all. We are still 
anxiously waiting for his pathol¬ 
ogy results to confirm we have 
indeed managed to remove the 
whole tumour (please keep your 
fingers, toes and everything 
crossed for him!). 

Amazingly, despite all he's 
been through, he's still 
dragging his mum through the 
front door and seems keener 
than ever to see us.

Leatherhead revival

Experts tasked with drawing up a 
road map to transform Leather- 
head have shared their initial 
thoughts on how to revitalise the 
ailing town centre. 

Global architecture, urbanism 
and design practice Broadway 
Malyan has been hired to draw up 
plans for the redevelopment 
which could cost about £100,000. 

On Monday Mole Valley District 
Council announced the appoint¬ 
ment of the company which has 
worked on the regeneration of 
Twickenham, Addlestone and 
Shrewsbury. 

At a press briefing, Peter 
Tooher, director of its subsidiary 
Nexus Planning, said they want to 
address issues such as traffic 
movement in the town and to 
make the most of its prime 
location. 

He said: “What we do need to do 
is attract more people into 
Leatherhead, we need to make it 
more vibrant, we need to diversify 
the range of shops and leisure ac¬ 
tivities and increase the accessi¬ 
bility in terms of car parking.” 

The creation of the masterplan 
is expected to cost £500,000, but it 
is anticipated that the bulk of the 


funding for the redevelopment it¬ 
self will come from the private 
sector. 

Jobs, homes and commercial 
floor space are among the coun¬ 
cil’s priorities, but there will be 
extensive consultation with resi¬ 
dents, stakeholders and other 
groups. 

Jeff Nottage, a director at 
Broadway Malyan, said the town 
could make more of its assets 
such as the heritage trail, Red 
House Gardens and the River 
Mole. 

He said: “The river for example, 
that’s a key asset running 
through the town that the town in 
recent years has probably turned 
its back on as many others have. 

“It’s quite a nice compact town 
centre as well. It’s easy to work 
your way around, you have got 


three key streets, each of which 
has got a number of assets, and 
that central focus point.” 

He said people from the busi¬ 
ness parks and nearby houses 
could be encouraged to shop there 
more after work because conve¬ 
nience shopping is on the rise. 

He identified the evening econo¬ 
my as another key area, adding: 
“Things like bars and restaurants 
are the one thing that IT can’t re¬ 
place really. 

“You are still going to want 
those things whereas retail has 
struggled against things like on¬ 
line shopping.” 

Nick Gray, deputy chief execu¬ 
tive of the council, said: “It’s not 
being done to the community, it’s 
being done with the community 
and we are absolutely passionate 
about this.”

Cricket club hit for £1,000 


After 112 years history of playing 
cricket and maintaining the area 
surrounding the cricket ground 
at Mill Road, Tadworth Cricket 
club are disappointed to receive a 
request from the Banstead Com¬ 
mons Conservators (BCC) for an 
annual fee of £1,000 to guarantee 
club cricket can continue. 

The club is a small village 
cricket club that already spends 
a significant amount of its mem¬ 
bers funds on maintenance of 
the area so that it is appropriate 
for cricket, but also for the use 
and pleasure of the general pub¬ 
lic from the local area. We 


I have been a resident of Noble 
Park for very nearly three years, 
in which time I have seen this 
new estate expand to about 450 
houses and flats. 

I understand Manor Park is of a 
similar size. Yet the electorate of 
these two very considerable de¬ 
velopments, with the next gener¬ 
al and local elections due so soon 
(on May 7), still has to traipse 
down to Christ Church, a good 
mile away from where I live, to 
vote. 

It seems that no account has 
been taken of the shift in the pop¬ 
ulation of the borough towards 
the west where so much building 
of residential homes has taken 


I was surprised to read in your 
article in the February 12 edition 
that the reverting to two-way 
traffic in South Street is estimat¬ 
ed to cost circa £3m.

estimate that each year we spend 
about £1,000 on the sports ground 
of which about £3,000 is spent on 
maintaining the non- cricket 
square areas designated for sport 
at Mill Road for the pleasure of 
cricketers and villagers alike. It 
is inaccurate to claim that the 
club has not paid anything for its 
use and would argue that it is un¬ 
fair to make any comparison 
with the situations of any other 
local clubs. 

We cut the grass, fill in rabbit 
holes as well as prepare cricket 
wickets all at our own cost. 

Over the past 18 months we 


place in recent years. We have in 
the neighbourhood several sites 
where a polling station could be 
located and which would be sig¬ 
nificantly more convenient to 
those residents of Noble and 
Manor parks wishing to vote.

Reigate and Banstead Council 
agreed with the club that it was 
unable to charge and we are not 
clear why BCC thinks that its sit¬ 
uation is different under the 
terms of the 1893 act that was set 
up for the management of the 
Banstead Commons. We await 
legal confirmation of that au¬ 
thority from BCC and so far they 
have been unable or unwilling to

EPSOM PROPERTY MARKET 2015 


I had an interesting chat with a landlord 
who uses another letting agent in the 
town, after he popped into our offices 
for a coffee whilst his wife was in the 
Ashley Centre. We were talking about 
the Epsom market and thought other 
landlords might be interested. 

You see, whilst I said last week property values 
stopped dropping in June 2009, since then, it 
hasn’t all been in an upward direction as around 
the Winter of 2010/11, property values in Epsom 
dropped six months in a row, albeit only byl.5%, 
but still a drop all the same. However, for the 
last 23 months, we have had growth, although 
increases are beginning to ease for the first time 
since the start of 2013. Now it could be said 
this easing of the housing market in Epsom 
can be attributed partly to the time of year (in 
2013, property values in Epsom only increased 
by 0.2% per month in the Autumn months), but 
it is obvious that estate/sales agents in Epsom 


are wary about the direction of the market as a 
result of the not as strong demand and fewer 
house sales. 

This is all good news for landlords looking to 
buy rental property with the changes in stamp 
duty and later in 2015, the new rules regarding 
pensions, where you will be able to take money 
out of your pension pot to invest in property. 
However, at the same time, I would say don’t 
just buy any old property in Epsom. First time 
landlords need to be cautious. The doubling of 
house prices every seven to ten years which has 
taken place since WW2 doesn’t seem to have 
been seen since the mid 2000’s. The property 
market is shifting with more properties being 
built and restrictions put on mortgage lending, 
the likelihood of the property market increasing 
at the same levels as the past is questionable. 
But investing in property is also about receiving 
the rent - a gross rental yield. 


On the one hand going for high yielding Epsom 
property to rent out seems an obvious choice, 
but high yielding property often doesn’t go up 
in value that well and in some circumstances 
doesn’t keep up with inflation, meaning in real 
terms you have a depreciating asset. 

So surely you should pick a property that 
has great capital growth then, because of the 
obvious potential to generate long term capital 
profit, especially with inflation eating away at our 
savings. However, rental yields on high capital 
growth properties tend to be low meaning if you 
are taking a high percentage mortgage, the rent 
doesn’t pay the mortgage payments.

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M ore and more people 
are setting themselves 
the challenge of run¬ 
ning a marathon, writes Ellie 
Cambridge. 

With plenty of locations to 
choose from, the sport is 
growing in popularity with 
hundreds of thousands of 
people hoping to get a place in 
the London marathon each 
year. 

The most challenging part is 
I race day, with most runners 
never having run the full dis¬ 
tance. But while this is the 
toughest bit on the body, 


supporters generally line the 
route cheering competitors 
on, which keeps spirits high. 

However, cheering support¬ 
ers are not to be found when 
the gruelling training regime 
starts. This is when the hard 
work really takes place. 

Training is advised to begin 
early, so the distance one can 
comfortably run is built up 
slowly. 

Food intake is important to 
fuel the machine you are in¬ 
tending your body to become. 
Most people in the midst of 
serious marathon training 


talk of the obsession with food 
they suddenly develop and re¬ 
port on feeling hungry. 

One of the most important 
things for many runners is to 
find interesting routes, which 
do not involve just running 
loops of the same block, to 
keep the mind occupied and 
away from the fact you may be 
tired and bored. 

While it may seem obvious, 
wearing correct shoes can 
prevent injuries and painful 
niggles from developing. 

Lauren Skyring, 26, from 
Battersea, is training for the 


Paris marathon in April and 
says: “I try to run to or from 
work, which is 3.5 miles, two 
or three times a week. But due 
to social arrangements that 
doesn’t always go to plan. 

“Then I get my miles up at 
the weekend when I have 
more time. I also go to the 
gym to work on different body 
areas. My knees have made 
me realise that I will now only 
push for one 20-mile run be¬ 
fore the actual marathon. So I 
will stick to shorter runs of 
five to eight miles between 
now and April and just work
